Dr.  RusseU  L.  Dicks  of  Duke 
University,  chaplain  of  large 
hospitals -for  years,  wrote  that 
he  had  seen  nearly  300  persons 
die,  and  alnjost  without  excep¬ 
tion  they  "siipp^  into  a  coma”  i 
and  died  quietly  without  pain.

There  are  currently  two  pro¬ 
posals  about  the  next  step  in 
Seminary 'education  by  South¬ 
ern  Baptists.  Dr.  J.  Howard  Wil¬ 
liams  has  suggested  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  five  “Junior  Semin¬ 
aries.”  Others  believe  that  a 
sixth  *Benlor  Seminary”  should 
be  organized.  I  should  like  to 
offer  a  third  proposal. 

Proposal.  Instead  of  establish¬ 
ing  “Junior  Seminaries”  or  a. 
sixth  “Senior  Seminary,”  let  me 
propose  a  fuller  use  of  the  phy- 
sleai  facilities  in  our  present 
Seminaries.  fThere  are  various 
ways  in  which  this  could  be  im¬ 
plemented.  The  following  pro¬ 
posal  Is  thus  only  illustrative 
of  a  possible  approach. 


I  several  thousand  more  students 
I  than  are  now  enrolled.  The  cost 
of  providing  a  new  Seminary  to 
serve  this  number  of  students 
would  be  prohibitive.  But  it  can 
be  done  at  reasonable  cost  with 
only  slight  expansion  of  prtsant 
facilities. 

Such  a  plan,  in  my  view,  would 
provide  greatly  expanded  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  Seminary  training 
for  Southern  Baptists  with  less 
wUtTay  of  money  than  the  plan 
to  establish  several  small  Sem¬ 
inaries  or  another  large  one.  It 
would  take  care  of  our  present 
needs  and  those  of  the  foresee¬ 
able  future  more  adequately,  I 
believe,  than  the  altefnattve 
plans  at  less  axpenta  than.thes* : 
plans  would  entail.

Each  church  has  not 
only  the  right  but  also  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  making  the  final 
decision. 

I  believe,  however,  that  the 
decision  should  be  made  in 
terms  of  “to  ordain  or  not  to 
ordain”  —  never  in  terms  of 
whether  to  ordain  “second- 
class.” 

Baptist  churches  use  ordina¬ 
tion  for  ministers  and  for  dea¬ 
cons.  There  is  no  New  Testa¬ 
ment  precedent  for  a  third  type 
of  ordination. 

Within  Southern  Baptist  fel¬ 
lowship  many  men  are  ordained 
whose  duties  and  responsibili¬ 
ties  are, not  those  of  the  pas¬ 
toral  ministry.  It  is  assumed, 
however, .  that  suchj^ men  when 
•ordained  are  jjuali^ed-to-per- 
forra  any  and  all  duties  or  func¬ 
tions  of  the  pastoral  ministry 
including  the  performance  of 
marriage  ceremonies  and  are 
also  entitled  to  such  recogni¬ 
tion  as  is  accorded  to  the  pas¬ 
toral  ministry,  including  draft 
exemption,  clergy  permits,  etc. 

It  is  not  necessary,  however, 
for.  stfch  an  individual,  a  Bible 
professor  'fSr  -example;  ..to  do 
everything  which  his  ordina¬ 
tion  authorizes.  He  may  re¬ 
strict  his  activity  to  a  special¬ 
ized  ministry  not  normally  in¬ 
cluding  certain  pastoral  func¬ 
tions. 

_  Standards  Identical 

It  is  customary  for.  Baptist 
churches  to  associate  other 
churches  with  them  in  the  or¬ 
dination  of  'an  Individual,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  form  of  an  ex¬ 
amining  presbytery.

Baptists  are  gradually  en¬ 
larging  their  concept  of  the 
ministry  because  of  the  growth 
of  churches  in  size  and  in  com¬ 
plexity  of  program.

future  date  have  the  opportu¬ 
nity  and  feel  led  to  accept  the 
pastorate  of  a  church.  No' 
church  should  ordain  any  man 


Thus  far,  however,  general 
opinion  has  made  these  offices 
subordinate  to  the  pastoral 
ministry: — -This  subordination 
has  partially  been  preserved  by 
refusal  to  have  a  formal,  or^i- 
nafTon  .service  for'  these  men. 
(The  fact  tha#these  officers  are 
sometimes  held  by  women'  has 
also  complicated  the  picture.) 

I  recognize  the  problems  in¬ 
volved  in  maintaining  propes 
staff  relationkhlps  but  I  do  not 
believe  that  the  problem  should 
be  solved  by  creating  a  ’Tlmit- 
ed  ordination”  to  the  ministry.

He  holds  the  Bachelor  of 
Music  and  Master  of  Music  de- 


endowing  him  with  special 
powers.  Thus  It  U  that  except 
for  certain  legal  matters,  such 
as  those  Involved  In  marriage, 
a  Baptist  church  may  authorize 
any  layman  It  desires  to  per¬ 
form  religious  functions,  such 
I  as  preattiing,  presiding  at  the 
i  Lord’s  Supper,  performing  bap- 
'  Usms,  or  conducing  worship  In 
any  form. 

I  What  then  la  the  motivation 
which  prompts  the  ordination 
I  of  other  members  of  the  staff 
I  of  a  church?  First,  to  recognise 
I  that  they  have  been  called  of 
‘  God  te  a  special  ministry.  Sec¬ 
ond,  to  give  them  status  and 
recognition  which  will  enable 
them  to  hkstst  and  substitute 
I  for  the  pastor  on  various  occa¬ 
sions.  Third,  to  qualify  them 
,for  certain  privileges  such  as 
draft  exemption,  clergy  per- 
miU,  income  tax  benefiu. 
(These  last  are  not  high  mo¬ 
tives  but  legitimate  If  it  is  as¬ 
sumed  that  the  individual  ac¬ 
tually  has  a  right  to  the  bene- 
flte.” 

Objections  to  ordaining  other 
staff  members  than  the  pastor 
Include:  First,  the  fact  that  a 
high  percentage  Of  those  serv¬ 
ing  in  non-pastoral  positions 
are  not  committed  to  a  life¬ 
time  religious  vocation.  Sec-'' 
iond,  pastors  have  bad  unhappy 
expi-rlences  with  ambitious  or¬ 
dained  associates.  Thirds  It  la 
only  in  recent  years  that  the 
growth  of  churches  in  shte  and 
complexity  of  program  has  de¬ 
manded  a  church  staff;  thus 
the  concetit  of  ■  the  ministry 
which  Includes  ministers  of 
education  and  ministers  of  mu¬ 
sic  is  relatively  n^w.
